Columbus, Ohio, January 31, 1911. 

State Board of Agriculture met Tuesday, 1 :30 p. m,, January 31, 
1911. On roll call following members responded : McFarland, Beidler, 
Dean, Cross, Cromley, Ganson, Lybarger, Kilgore, Ewart and Farns- 
worth. 

Minutes of preceding meeting read and approved. 

Mr. W. G. Farnsworth appeared and presented his commission as 
member of the State Board of Agriculture, vice William Miller, resigned, 
for unexpired term ending January 31st, after having been duly qualified 
by taking oath of office before proper officer, took part in deliberations 
of Board. 

Upon consultation and advice with the Attorney General a bond 
presented by the officers of the National Com Association for the safety 
and security of the buildings on the State Fair Grounds was, upon motion 
of Mr. Beidler, seconded by Mr. Kilgore, unanimously approved by 
Board. 

It was moved by Mr. Beidler and seconded by Mr. Cromley that 
Miss Dale be allowed an amount equal to two-thirds of her salary for 
the time she was absent on account of accident. On roll call motion 
carried unanimously. 

Motion made by Mr. Beidler, seconded by Mr. Lybarger, that State 
Board of Agriculture deal with the Champion Iron Company, Kenton, 
Ohio, according to spirit and letter of contract. On roll call motion 
unanimously adopted. 

Mr. Cromley, with Mr. Kilgore *s second, moved that Secretary be 
instructed to express appreciation of the Board of the ten years' splendid 
service of Hon. William Miller as member of this Board and the regrets 
of each and every member at his retirement therefrom. Motion unani- 
mously adopted. 

Mr. Cromley moved, and Mr. Dean seconded, that Board proceed 
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to elect by ballot the officers of the Board for the year 1911. Motion 
carried. Result of balloting was as follows :

For Vice President — Jacob Dean. 

For Treasurer — ^L. W. Kilgore. 

Mr. Kilgore moved that Secretary of the State Board of Agriculture 
be allowed salary of $4,000 per year, and Assistant Secretary $2,600. On 
roll call motion unanimously adopted. 

Board proceeded to election of Secretary and Assistant Secretary. 
Balloting showed the following results :

Dr. Sicrist, representing Tuscarawas County Agricultural Society, 
appeared before Board relative to affidavits filed against said society in 
reference to alleged pool selling at last county fair. Board took this 
matter under advisement. 

At 3 -.00 p. m. Board adjourned and immediately went into session 
as State Board of Live Stock Commissioners. 
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At 3 :05 p. m. State Board of Live Stock Commisioners met witli 
following members present: McFarland, Beidler, Dean, Cross, Cromley, 
Ganson, Lybarger, Kilgore, Ewart and Farnsworth. 

In the^matter of salary of State Veterinarian, same was fixed at 
$3,200, and Dr. Paul Fischer employed for the ensuing year. 

It was duly moved, seconded and motion unanimously adopted that 
following persons be employed in Live Stock Department :

Mr. Lybarger moved that Secretary Sandles be instructed to employ 
at his discretion additional stenographer and help for Live Stock Depart- 
ment. Motion prevailed. 

Mr. Ganson moved that matter of employment of additioQal veteri- 
narians be referred to Secretary Sandles and Dr. Fischer for action. 
Motion carried. 

Preliminary plans were presented by Architect Harry Holbrook for 
buildings on Serum Farm. Mr. Farnsworth moved that same be approved 
as working basis and for presentation to Finance Committee of the Legis- 
lature. Motion prevailed. 

At 5 :30 p. m., there being no further business, the Board adjourned. 

State Board of Agriculture met Wednesday, 8 :30 a. m., February 
1st, with the following members present: Ganson, Kilgore, Cromley, 
Lybarger, Beidler, McFarland, Dean, Ewart and Farnsworth. Mr. Gan- 
son presiding. 

President announced appointment of committees for the ensuing 
year as follows :

It was the sense of the Board that the first Wednesday in every 
month be the regular meeting day of the State Board of Agriculture. 

It was duly moved, seconded and carried unanimously that the 
Board adjourn to meet Wednesday, March 8th.

Columbus, Ohio, February 14, 1911. 

Committee on Grounds and Buildings, composed of Mesvs. Ganson, 
Cromley and Sandles, met and transacted the following business : 

Mr. W. J. Armstrong, representing Champion Iron Company, of 
Kenton, Ohio, was present and presented claims of said Champion Iron 
Company for the payment of 436 feet of iron fence at $1.27 per lineal 
foot, amounting to $553.72, constructed according to plans and specifica- 
tions along line of the Big Four tracks ; 450 feet of same kind of fence 
at same price, amounting to $571.50, on south side of grounds along line 
of Eleventh avenue, and 454 feet along race track, at 95 cents per foot, 
amounting to $431.30, total amount of claims being $1,556.52. The under- 
standing between the State Board of Agriculture and the said Champion 
Iron Company being that said fence should be constructed previous to 
the holding of the Ohio State Fair in 1910. No part of said fence being 
completed within the specified time, an agreement was reached whereby 
said Champion Iron Company deducted $53.72 from bill rendered for 
fence along Big Four tracks, $1.30 from bill rendered for race-track fence 
and $1.50 from bill rendered for Eleventh-avenue fence, making total of 
$1,500 in full payment. Said Champion Iron Company to be paid $500 
cash and $1,000, without interest, out of 1911 State Fair receipts, on or 
before September 10th. Mr. Armstrong, on part of his company, accepted 
this agreement and receipted payment of $500. 

Committee decided to visit State Fair Grounds and inspect buildings 
and roads therein and learn condition of same after the holding of the 
National Corn Exposition. 

Committee suggested to the ofiicers of the National Corn Exposition 
that they leave booths in Women's Building intact, and if Board wishes 
to remove same, it shall be done at Board's expense; that all showcases 
in Women's Building shall be placed in original position, and that any 
damage to same shall be repaired by said Com Exposition officers. 

On motion committee adjourned.

State Board of Agriculture met Wednesday, March 8th, 10 :00 a. m. 
Following members responded to roll call: Ganson, Beidler, Ewart, 
Dean, Cross, Cromley, ICilgore and Famsworth. 

Minutes of meeting of January 31st read and approved. 
. Minutes of meeting of Grounds and Buildings Committee read, and 
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on motion of Mr. Lybarger, seconded by Mr. Kilgore, action of committee 
was sustained. 

Prof. F. R. Marshall, representing State Horse Breeders' Associa- 
tion, appeared before the Board, asking co-operation of members in 
urging passage of the Huber bill for licensing of stallions. 

Mrs. Elsie Drake, Columbus, exhibitor in Poultry Department, 1910 
State Fair, urged different arrangement of birds in said department. 

Mr. Seitz, Cleveland, also exhibitor in Poultry Department, re- 
quested better arrangement for purpose of judging, and called attention 
of Board to the fact that not all birds shipped had been exhibited. 

Mr. C. E. Davis, Radnor, Ohio, exhibitor in Swine Department, 
asked that Champion and Grand Champion Class be made in Hampshire 
breeds and ribbons offered as premiums. 

Prof. C. S. Plumb, Ohio State University, Columbus ; 0. S. Blamer, 
Johnstown; S. M. Cleaver, Delaware; J. K, Scott, Mt. Sterling; L. B. 
Lamb, Pataskala; G. E. Stallsmith, tFrbana, and C. S. Chapman, Marys- 
ville, representing sheep breeders of Ohio, appeared in a body, relative 
to holding a sheep show of large proportions at the next Ohio State Fair, 
appealing to the Board for an increase of $2,000 in premiums, also for 
enlargement of sheep buildings on Fair Grounds. 

Secretary Sandles brought before the Board the proposition of hold- 
ing an educational midwinter fair at the State Fair Grounds, wherein 
grain, dairy, fruit and poultry interests would be represented. 

Prof. L. H. Goddard, secretary of the Ohio Corn Improvement Asso- 
ciation, appeared before the Board in behalf of the midwinter fair, stat- 
ing that the Board would receive the co-operation of the Corn Improve- 
ment Association, if it was deemed wise to hold same. 

At 12:00 o'clock noon the Board recessed until 1:15 p.m. for 
lunch. 

Mr. Dwight Lincoln appeared in reference to the Rambouillet, in 
the French Merino Class, Sheep Department, at the State Fair, asking 
that they be given two classes ; also requesting that Senior and Junior 
Lamb Classes be incorporated in the Premium List. The sum of $200 is 
offered by the Rambouillet Association, in addition to premiums oflPered 
by the State Board. 

Ohio Shropshire Breeders' Association offers the following specials: 
Pen of four rams, any age, bred and owned by exhibitor, and an Ohio 
breeder ; first prize, $10 ; second prize, $5. 

At this point revision of the Premium List was taken up. 

Unanimously agreed that Show Class premiums in Horse Department 
remain the same as for 1910 State Fair. 

Moved by Mr. Lybarger, seconded by Mr. Cromley and unanimously 
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agreed that appropriation of $11,200 be made for Speed Department, to 
be distributed as follows :

It was moved, seconded and unanimously adopted that premiums in 
Cattle Department be same as for 1910 State Fair, with the exception 
that class for Milking Shorthorns be added. 

It was the sense of the Board, as to Get of Sire and Produce of Dam, 
that it is unnecessary that all animals be owned by same person. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Cross, member in charge of Swine Depart- 
ment, the following was added to the Hampshire Class :

Senior sow, 1 year and over ___ ._ "

At the suggestion of Mr. Jacob Dean, member in charge of the 
Poultry Department, it was unanimously agreed that the Poultry Di- 
vision of the Premium List should in all respects harmonize with the 
American Standard of Perfection, and include all classes mentioned in 
the last-named. 

In the matter of revision of Farm Products Department and Horti- 
culturar Products Department, same were left in the hands of Messrs. 
Famsworth and Sandles. 

Mr. T. E. Cromley, member in charge of the Woman's and Art 
Departments, was authorized to make any changes deemed advisable in 
these departments of the Premium List. It was the sense of the Board 
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that interest in the Art Department shoiild be aroused so as to secure 8 
better exhibit. 

Mr. H. F. Morgan, Barberton, and other representatives of the Ohio 
State Berkshire Association, appeared before the Board relative to an 
increase of $146 in premiums offered by the Board on Berkshire swine, 
provided the American Berkshire Congress Show be held with the Ohio 
State Fair Berkshire Show, stating that the following would be offered : 
American Berkshire Association, $600, and the American Berkshire Con- 
gress with the Ohio Berkshire Association, $300; also the American 
Association would offer a fifty-dollar sterling silver loving cup for the 
best young Ohio-bred and show herd. The American Berkshire Congress 
Show will be made only with the understanding that the Berkshire 
exhibit shall be judged by a judge nominated by the Congress. 

Prof. C. S. Plumb, of the Ohio State University, appeared in refer- 
ence to the Students' Judging Contest at the Ohio State Fair of 1911, 
stating that notice of same was omitted from last year's Premium List. 

Moved by Mr. Kilgore, seconded by Mr. Dean and unanimously 
carried that Mr. Lybarger, member in charge of Horse Department, be 
empowered to employ starter for Speed Department and fix his salary. 

Prof. Oscar Erf, of the Ohio State University, appeared before the 
Board in behalf of dairy interests, asking for use of State Fair Buildings 
for the holding of the National Dairy Show in the early winter. 

Mr. Hall offered suggestions for the betterment of the floral display 
in Horticultural Hall. Same referred to Mr. Farnsworth, member in 
charge. 

Mr. Windhorst, , representing Windhorst & Co., of St. Louis, Mo., 
appeared before the Board in reference to lighting the Fair Grounds for 
the 1911 State Fair. He was instructed to prepare statement for pre- 
sentation to the Board. 

Mr. Lybarger moved, and Mr. Kilgore seconded, that Secretary 
Sandles be instructed to notify other state fair associations of treat- 
ment of Ohio State Board of Agriculture by United Fairs Booking Asso- 
tion at the 1910 State Fair. On roll call motion unanimously adopted. 

Mr. Ewart, with Mr. Farnsworth 's second, moved that the Ohio 
State Board of Agriculture hold Night Fair during its 1911 Exposition. 
Motion carried unanimously. 

At 5 :30 p. m., on motion. Board recessed until 7 -.30 p. m. 

Board met at 7 ;30 p. m. and proceeded at once to business. 

In the matter of French Merino Rambouillets, it was duly moved 
and seconded that B and C Class be granted, with premiums the same as 
for one now in Premium List ($200 provisional). On roll call motion 
carried unanimously. 

It was moved, seconded and unanimously agreed to on roll call that 
$200 be appropriated for wool display. 
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Mr. Cromle^, with Mr. Fams worth's second, moved that $146 be 
added to premiums already offered on Berkshire swine, with the pro- 
vision that the American Berkshire Congress holds its show with that of 
the Oliio Berkshire Association. Roll call showed unanimous vote. 

]\Ioved by Mr. Cross, seconded by Mr. Beidler, that certified subscrip- 
tion on all provisional donations be paid by May 1, 1911. Motion car- 
ried. 

In the matter of Students' Judging Contest at State Fair, $100 was 
appropriated for this work and time of judging left in hands of member 
in charge. 

In the matter of music, fireworks and special attractions for the 
State Fair, Secretary Sandles was authorized to take action and report 
at next meeting of the Board. 

It was moved by Mr. Cross and seconded by Mr. Lybarger that 
sealed bids be received up to 12 o'clock noon, Wednesday, April 5, 1911, 
for State Fair privileges. Conditions : one-third to be paid in cash and 
the balance to be secured by approved security ; no passes, and Board to 
reserve right to reject any and all bids. Motion unanimously adopted. 

It was duly moved, seconded and carried by unanimous vote that 
employes at State Fair receive compensation as follows : 

Superintendents, $4.50 per day ; ten-day Umit. 

Assistant Superintendents, $4 per day ; ten-day limit. 

Helpers, $3.50 per day ; eight-day limit. 

Clerks, office work, $4 per day. 

Clerks, Fair Grounds w^ork, $4.50 per day. 

Janitors, $2.50 to $3.50 per day. 

Judges, $5 to $10 per day. 

Change Men, $5 per day. 

Ticket Men, $3.50 per day. 

Police, $2 per day. 

Timers, $3.50 per day. 

At 11 p. m. Board adjourned to meet at 8 :30 Thursday, March 9th. 

Pursuant to adjournment. Board met Thursday, 8 ;30 a. m., with 
the following members present: Lybarger, Cromley, Ewart, Ganson, 
Dean, Cross and Beidler. 

i\Ir. Cromley moved, Mr. Lybarger seconded, that space charges in 
brick buildings at the State Fair Grounds be advanced to 25 cents per 
square foot, and that Secretary Sandles be authorized to reserve such 
portion of said buildings for installation of new exhibits as he might 
deem best. Motion carried. 

Mr. Ewart, with Mr. Beidler's second, moved that $1,000 be appro- 
priated for exhibit of school work at coming State Fair. On roll call 
motion was unanimously adopted. 
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It was moved, seconded and unanimously agreed that Ohio State 
Board of Agriculture be represented at Ideal Home Exhibition, to be 
held in Cleveland during month of May, and that matter be left in hands 
of Mr. Beidler and Secretary Sandles. 

Moved by Mr. Lybarger, seconded by Mr. Cromley, that Grounds 
and Buildings Committee be authorized to purchase team of horses for 
use on Pair Grounds. On roll call motion carried. 

Mr. Lybarger, with Mr. Dean's second, moved that recommendations 
of Mr. H. C. Schwarz, Superintendent of State Pair Grounds, be ap- 
proved, and that as soon as Legislature appropriates money, matters will 
be taken up. 

-Moved by Mr. Cromley, seconded by Mr. Beidler, that $15,000 be 
set apart for expense of advertising the 1911 State Pair. On roll call 
motion carried unanimously. 

Mr. Ewart, with Mr. Cromley 's second, moved that fund of $1,000 
be set apart for Supplementary Parmers' Institute Work. Motion car- 
ried. 

It was unanimously I agreed that names of State Pair Judges shall 
not appear in Premium List. 

Moved by Mr. Ewart, seconded by Mr. Beidler, that steps be taken 
to hold Educational Midwinter Pair on Pair Grounds. On roll call 
motion adopted. 

Mr. Windhorst appeared in reference to lighting project and pre- 
sented a written proposition. 

Mr. Lybarger moved, and Mr. Dean seconded, that Secretary Sandles 
be authorized to execute contract with Windhorst & Co., of St. Louis, for 
lighting of State Pair Grounds for $2,500 for 1911 Pair, and $2,500 for 
1912 Pair, provided Night Pair is held in 1912. Roll call showed unani- 
mous vote. 

Mr. Richards appeared before the Board relative to use of Pair 
Grounds for holding the Pranklin County Pair. 

Mr. Lybarger moved, and Mr. Cromley seconded, that Secretary 
Sandles be instructed to write representatives of the Norfolk-Southern 
Railway Company that space for their exhibit may be had on the Pair 
Grounds. Motion carried. 

Mr. Cromley, with Mr. E wart's second, moved that Secretary Sandles 
be authorized to take steps to secure appropriation to cover cost of im- 
proving Eleventh avenue south of Pair Grounds, and also to secure 
petition so as to secure such improvement. Motion unanimously adopted. 

In the matter of request of Prof. Oscar Erf and W. G. Richards for 
use of State Pair Grounds matter was deferred. 

On motion Board adjourned at 11 :30 a. m.

The Secretary read a communication from W. A. Snider, Columbus, 
Ohio, relative to privilege of selling feed at State Fair Grounds during 
the 1911 State Fair. It was moved and seconded that the proposition 
be accepted and that the Secretary be authorized to draw up a contract 
with Mr. Snider. Motion carried. 

Secretary read proposition of Frank C. Odell, Lincoln, Nebraska, in 
which he offers to present Bee Wizard attraction at the State Fair for 
the sum of $150. Moved by Mr. Farnsworth, seconded by Mr. McFarland, 
that proposition be accepted and that the Secretary be authorized to draw

up contract. Motion unanimously adopted. 

The Secretary read the communication of March 24, 1911, from the 
Ohio Electric Eailway Company, in reference to a switch track into the 
Hog Cholera Serum Farm at Eeynoldsburg. Moved by Mr. Kilgore, sec- 
onded by Mr. Dean, that matter of erecting such switch be placed in the 
hands of the Grounds and Buildings Committee, with power to act. 
Motion adopted. 

In the matter of the erection of new buildings, enlargement of pres- 
ent buildings, and improvement of roads on State Fair Grounds, it was 
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moved by Mr. Cromley, seconded by Mr. MeParland, that the Board ask 
the Legislature to grant the following amounts : 

For addition to Live Stock Buildings 140,000 

For erection of Dairy Building _ 10,000 

For. erection of Fire Department Building 10,000 

For erection of Modem Rural School Building 4,000 

For improvement of Eleventh Avenue 6,000 

Motion unanimously adopted. 

The Secretary read a communication from Adjutant General Wey- 
brecht, relative to use of members of the Ohio National Quard as police- 
men at the coming Ohio State Fair. Moved by Mr. Lybarger, seconded 
by j\Ir. Dean, that the Board accept proposition, with the provision that 
not more than eighty men be assigned to duty. On roll call motion 
adopted. 

At 12:15 Board recessed for lunch until 1:30 p.m.

Board convened at 10 a. m. and following 
members responded to roll call : Ganson, Dean, Kilgore, Beidler, Ewart, 
Farnsworth, Cromley, Lybarger and McFarland. At 11:30 Member 
Cross reported, thus making full attendance. 

Minutes of April 5th read and approved. 

Mr. Luckhart, representing Elsworth Cole, owner of small tract of 
land and house^ at northeast comer of Fair Grounds, appeared before 
Board, stating that State P^air Grounds fence encroached upon land of his 
client, and requesting that same be moved. It was the sense of Board 
that if property of Mr. Cole is not purchased by Board (after option had 
been secured), place should be vacated aft^r proper line be fixed by sur- 
veyor. 

* 

Secretary read recommendations of Dr. Paul Fischer, State Veteri- 
narian, in reference to the purchase of forty-two head of tubercular 
cattle for experimental purposes at Farm for Investigation of Animal 
Diseases. Dr. Fischer appeared in person to urge adoption of recommen- 
dations. Moved by Mr. Beidler, seconded by Mr. Kilgore, that said 
proposition and recommendations be laid on the table. Motion pre- 
vailed. 

At this point Secretary Sandles presented Dr. Hickman, of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, Department of Agriculture, Washington, 
D. C, to members of the Board, Dr. Hickman spoke most interestingly 
and instructively on the subject of tuberculin testing of cattle, and 
methods for treating of glanders in horses.

Moved by Mr. Ewart, seconded by Mr. Beidler, and 
unanimously agreed that same be rejected. 

The following resolution was offered by Mr. Cromley, seconded by 
Mr. McFarland, in reference to the death of Ex-Member J. T. Robinson, 
Seneca County. 

Whereas, The Ohio State Board of Agriculture has learned of the recent 
death of one of its ex- members, Hon. J. T. Robinson, whose services 
on this Board from 1894 to 1897 were of such high order as to make 
him appreciated by the entire State, and 

Whereas, the life record of Mr. Robinson was such as to win him the 
respect of all who knew him, and such as to endear him to his fam- 
ily and friends, and such as made him an exemplary citizen, there- 
fore be it 

Resolved, That the Ohio State Board of Agriculture extend its sym- 
pathy to his family and relatives and copy of this memorial be spread 
upon the records and copy thereof sent to his family. 

Adopted by unanimous rising vote of the Board.

Alexander Allan, representing Allan Pyro-Spectacular Company, of 
Spencerport, N. Y., offered proposition of $4,000 for fireworks display, 
depicting ** Perry's Victory on Lake Erie,'' and eight circus acts. 
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Lew M. Goldberg, Chicago, representing Doutrick's Booking Agency, 
presented number o^ circus acts for consideration. 

Moved by Mr. Cromley that proposition of Allan Pyro-Spectacular 
Company for $4,000 be accepted. Amendment offered by Mr. Lybarger 
to the effect that proposition of Pain Pyrotechnic Company for $4,500 be 
accepted. Upon roll call the amendment was lost. President stated 
original motion and upon roll call seven members voted aye and two nay.

Matter left in the hands of Secretary Sandles. 

]\rr. Harry Holbrook, architect, presented preliminary plans for 
additions to Cattle, Swine and Sheep Buildings on Fair Grounds. Mr. 
Beidler moved the adoption of belt plan for Cattle Building. Motion 
carried. Mr. Cross moved adoption of belt plan for Swine and Sheep 
Buildings. Motion prevailed. 

Moved by Mr. Cross, seconded by Mr. Beidler, that Secretary be 
instructed to receive bids for brick work, stone work and roofing material 
for Fire Department Building on Fair Grounds, Board to furnish bal- 
ance of material not otherwise covered in advertisement for bid.

The Grounds and Buildings Committee convened at 2 o'clock p.m., 
after visiting the Ohio State Fair Grounds. 
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On motion the committee instructed the Secretary to request enlarge- 
ment of landing platform facilities by the Big Four Railroad. 

The committee instructed Mr. Holbrook, architect, to erect exhibi- 
tion coops in center of Poultry Building and remove the present super- 
intendent's office. The architect was instructed to have erected inside of 
the Poultry Building a feed room and superintendent's office. 

On motion the new Express Building was located just north of the 
Grandstand. 

On motion the ladies' toilet room immediately west of the Grand- 
stand was ordered moved and located upon the site of the Toilet Building 
recently destroyed by fire. The ladies' toilet room southeast of the 
Woman's Comfort Station to be removed. 

On motion it was decided that iron gates now in possession of the 
Board be placed at the Seventeenth-avenue entrance to the Grounds. 

On motion*it was decided that construction of a subway, bleachers 
and cattle wash rack be reconsidered and in lieu thereof a new Fire De- 
partment Building be erected upon the Grounds, and that one or more 
large fire cisterns, in accordance with request and recommendation of the 
Chief of the Columbus Fire Department and Mr. Holbrook, architect, be 
constructed. 

It was further recommended that additional seating capacity be pro- 
vided in front of the present Grandstand, and that the seats heretofore 
considered box seats in said Grandstand be remodeled. 

Upon recommendation of Mr. Holbrook, architect, a four-inch gas 
main was ordered laid from the present meter to two hundred feet north 
of the North Machinery Hall, and three-inch pipe from there on to the 
south end of the Grandstand ; all necessary Ts, Ys and Ls to be attached 
thereto ; that bids for the construction thereof be received up until noon, 
Tuesday, May 24.

curse to any institution and abused flagrantly when it is in vogue, and -in view of the 
fact that although our premium list carried notice to all that no passes would be 
issued, more entries have been received and more exhibits are on tne grounds than 
at any previous Fair, and that application for space had to be turned down because 
of lack of room, and in view of the fact that our concession men having due notice 
that no passes would be issued, still bid a higher price for privileges than ever before, 
and in view of the fact that newspaper men do not receive any special favors. 

Therefore, no change or 'alteration in our present rules are deemed advisable.

MEETING. 

To the Ohio State Board of Agriculture. 

Gentlexpen: I have investigated the condition of the roof of the Art Hall and 
find that it must have an entire new roof, gutters and flashings at once, as the tin 
and metal is completely rotted away and the plaster ceiling is being destroyed by 
every rain. It will cost $417 to replace the roof and $40 additional to sheet the 
roof which is necessary, as there is no sheeting now on roof, simply corrugated iron 
stretched from wide supports. 

If the buildings are to be used for a Mid-winter Fair then repairs to the slate 
work will be needed and will cost about $100 to execute, otherwise let the roofs as 
they are until next spring. 

Funds should be left to repair all of the rods of the main buildings. 

Removal of Press Club: 

I earnestly request the removal and wrecking of the press club building and the 
space parked, that is in the interest of progress, as the old building is unsightly and 
out of keeping with other surroundings. This building is in a bc^ state of repair, 
the roof is m bad condition and on account of the size of the building cannot be movea 
as an entirety, as we would have to cut down scores of trees to effect its removal. 

The salvage of the old lumber will justify the tearing down of this structure. 

Greenhouse: 

I submit a small sketch of a greenhouse to take care of the Fair Ground supply of 
plants, this will cost from $1,900 to $2,400 according to the amount of old glass that 
can be salvaged from the old materials on the grounds. 

Covered Walks: 

I would advise that the style of covered walks from the main group to the sheep 
bam or grand stand be changed to a more artistic character. 

As this is the best part of the ground I would advise of a pergola style, using large

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cement round columns and heavy projection of eaveSi and by the judicious use of 
trailing vines we could turn this into a feature of a large arbor, etc. Cost I7|000 
to $10^000 according to length. 

Would advise that some of the old lumber be hauled to the Serum Farm to take 
care of necessary small sheds for temporary purposes. 

Advise the advertisement of old building material for sale at the Fair Ground. 
We have a large collection of building junk that is worthless for our use, but can be 
of some use to others.

Ohio's present wheat prospect is encouraging. Area is greater and 
growing condition better than one year ago. On April 1 condition of 
wheat was estimated at 84 per cent., compared with an average.. During 
the past month it has gained 3 per cent., its condition being now esti- 
mated at 87 per cent. On the corresponding date one year ago condition 
was estimated at 85 per cent. Some correspondents note damage by cold, 
\vet weather, but for the state as a whole the condition of the plant is 
most promising. The estimated damage by Hessian fly and insect pests 
is slight. 

"Weather conditions during April were most unfavorable to oats 
seeding. Rainfalls were frequent during a greater part of the month. 
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A large area remains unseeded at this time. The estimated area now 
reported is 1,357,224 acres, or 94 per cent, in comparison with the 1910 
area returned by the townhsip assessors. Should weather conditions 
remain unfavorable, much of the ground intended for oats will be aban- 
doned to that crop and put to corn. No, doubt, however, the actual area 
seeded to oats will be much greater than the estimate now reported. 

The condition of rye is estimated at 90 per cent., compared with an 
average. 

The acreage of clover is estimated at 91 per cent., compared with the 
area seeded last year. 

Fruit prospects are estimated at 91 per cent., compared with a 
normal yield. The following report on fruit is furnished by the Nursery 
and Orchard Division of this Department : 

^'Inspectors' observation shows that throughout southeastern Ohio 
and river counties east of Scioto, apple orchards on hill land have a very 
light setting of fruit buds, undoubtedly due to drouth of July and August 
of preceding year. In central and southwestern Ohio, where apples were 
a total failure last year, promises are for a full crop. Frost has de- 
stroyed about 80 per cent, of peach buds, early-blooming pear, plum and 
cherry, throughout central and southern Ohio. All kinds of fruit in 
northern and eastern Ohio in good condition and no injury reported."

Since the issuance of the June report wheat shows a further decline 
of 4 per cent., the prospect heing now estimated at 84 per cent. The 
report shows that the crop has suffered a damage of 5 per cent, hy joint 
worm. There are also many complaints of damage hy Hessian fly. Of 
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the original area seeded, 2 per cent, was plowed up in the spring. It is 
now estimated that 1,990,727 acres will be harvested. This should pro- 
duce approximately 25,083,160 bushels. 

Kye prospect is estimated at 86 per cent. 

Oats show the same prospect as reported one month ago — 76 per 
cent. This crop has suffered severely by the long-continued drouth. The 
harvest will be short from fifteen to twenty million bushels in compari- 
son wdth the production of last year. 

The area planted to corn is estimated at 2,98o,625 acres. This is a 
decline of 2 per cent, in comparison with 1910 area.. The crop generally 
is very uneven. Its growth was retarded by drouth. Recent rainfalls 
have been very beneficial. Its present growing condition is estimated at 
89 per cent. Cut and grub worms have damaged corn to the extent of 
1 1 per cent. One year ago the growing condition of plant was estimated 
at 83 per cent. 

Area planted to potatoes is estimated at 130,690 acres. Growing 
condition, 78 per cent. On corresponding date one year ago growing 
condition w'as estimated at 93 per cent. 

Pastures are in very poor condition, due to severe drouth. 

Timothy prospect estimated at 61 per cent.

Ohio\s estimated wheat production for harvest just passed was 
31,092,382 bushels. This is an approximate shortapje of 136,000 bushels, 
compared with the estimated production of one year ago. The average 
production per acre is 15 bushels. The quality of the grain is estimated 
at 94 per cent., compared with an average. The crop of 1910 still remain- 
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ing in producers' hands is estimated at 11 per cent. Ohio should not 
produce less than 40,000,000 bushels of wheat annually, but until a 
marked increase is shown in the area seeded this cannot be accomplished. 

While the area seeded to oats for 1911 harvest was somewhat greater 
than in 1910, the total production does not equal last year's crop. The 
present estimated production is 46,442,742 bushels, as against an esti- 
mated production of 54,094,054 bushels one year ago. The quality of 
the grain is estimated at 88 per cent., compared with an average. The 
average production per acre is 31 bushels. 

Based upon 35 bushels per acre representing normal — 100 per cent. 
— correspondents estimate the corn prospect at 91 per cent. Reports 
from township assessors show that 3,043,604 acres were planted to corn. 
From the prospect now reported this should produce approximately 
96,938,787 bushels. On the corresponding date one year ago the pro- 
duction was estimated at 87,156,178 bushels. 

Potatoes are a failure. The prospect for the state as a whole is esti- 
mated at 52 per cent., compared with 1910 production. Sixteen counties 
report prospect at less than 35 per cent., while in but twelve counties is 
prospect reported at better than 70 per cent. The failure of this crop is 
attributed to the serious drouth. 

Ohio's apple crop is most bountiful. Compared with last year the 
prospect is estimated at 125 per cent. The awakening of the people to 
the good eflPects following scientific orcharding is shown in the present 
apple harvest.

Ohio aj?ain reports a wheat area of less than two million acres. 
Compared with the acreage of 1911, as reported by the township assessors, 
official correspondents of this Department estimate that the area seeded 
for 1912 harvest is 94 per cent., or 1,915,758 acres. In a jrreat measure 
the small acrea^^e is attributed to excessive rainfalls at proper seeding 
time, resultinf]^ in the abandonment of many fields intended for wheat. 
Seeding fjc^nerally was retarded, due to same cause. The average seeding 
date was October 3. There is some little complaint of damage by fly to 
early-sown wheat. The growing condition of the plant is estimated at 
9fi per cent., compared with an average. On the corresponding date one 
vear ago condition was estimated at 102 per cent. 
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The report shows 20,700 acres in alfalfa. The average total pro- 
duction per acre from all cuttings is estimated at 3.8 tons, giving a total 
production for the state of 77,999 tons. Hamilton county is the leading 
producer of this crop. From 2,172 acres, 6,516 tons were harvested. 

In comparison with last year's acreage, rye shows the same per- 
centage estimate as wheat — 94. Its growing condition is reported at 96 
per cent., compared with an average. 

Corn prospect has slightly declined since one month ago, at present 
time being estimated at 90 per cent. Reports of damage by molding in 
shock are very general over the state. 

The area planted to potatoes is approximately 32,000 acres less than 
that of last year. The average production per acre is 13 bushels less than 
in 1910, while the total production for the state as a whole shows a 
decrease of more than 4,000,000 bushels in comparison with last year's 
crop of 12,200,376 bushels. Correspondents estimate that 6 per cent, of 
the crop is affected by rot. 

Hog cholera is prevalent in many sections of the state. The general 
condition of swine is estimated at 94 per cent., compared with an average. 
In comparison with last year the number of animals l)eing fattened for 
market is estimated at 91 per cent.

The condition of wheat is far from satisfactory or encouraging. 
The extreme and long-continued wet weather has prevented growth, and 
the plant is now, very generally, weak and thin on the ground, and far 
from being in proper condition for going into winter. While there are 
some fairly bright and healthy looking fields, a great many are still bare, 
and some with no prospect of life. The plant has gone back 13 per cent, 
since the report of November 1, and fly is now reported from every 
county in the state except Ottawa, damage ranging from 1 to 16 per cent. 
The average for the state is 4 per cent. The present prospect for the 
wheat harvest of 1912 is quite discouraging, and should the winter be 
severe there will probably be another reduction of wheat area by plowing 
up in the spring. 

Tlie corn product for 1910, as returned by township assessors, was 
105,512,245 busliels. The estimated product for the present year, as 
shown in this report, is 110,618,956 Imsliels, an increase as compared with 
last year of 5,106,711 bushels. The estimated average yield per acre was 
35.9 bushels. Corn husking was greatly retarded by the continued wet 
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weather, and reports are general of mold and rot. It is estimated that 
5 per cent, of the crop was put into silo. The average date of cribbing 
was October 20. 

Cloverseed reported in many sections as a complete failure. The 
average yield per acre is reported at 1.25 bushels. 

Lack of killing frost in spring and failure previous year, allowing 
good fruit bud development, and increased interest in spraying, are, 
responsible for large apple crop this year. Probable total yield compared 
with last year, 165 per cent. 

Tobacco production per acre is estimated at 887 pounds. 

Owing to high price of feed, cattle have been sold oflE close. Com- 
pared with an average, the number of cattle being fed for spring markets 
is estimated at 59 per cent.
